Monday night in the westerly part 
of the county where there was what 
amounted to a cloudburst, Willis 
reports, and water ran a foot over 
the state highway a short distance 
below Clarksville for a time, and 
at about the same time was eighteen 
inches over the bridge across a small 
ravine in Sacramento County near 
the railroad crossing on the high- 
way a short distance out of Fol- 
som. 


Owing to this heavy downpour, 
some cars bound for Placerville 
were turned back Monday night, and 
some others were taken through the 
water by pilot cars. Later, as the 
water subsided, regular travel was 
again restored.

The most severe storm of the 
winter faded out gradually over 
today, with unsettled 
conditions generally prevailing and 
a new disturbance forming in the 
ocean to the west.
